To  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 


Your  Finance  Board  respectfully  submits  for  your  approval  their  budget 
recommendations  for  the  year  1966. 

Our  recommended  budget  this  year  is  approximately  $91,000  more  than 
last  year's  budget.  About  $52,000  of  this  amount  represents  increases  in 

school  budgets. 

The  amount  of  "Free  Cash"  in  Surplus  Revenue  available  to  reduce  taxes 
is  $1U,000  less  than  last  year. 

Without  the  necessary  information  contained  in  the' Cherry  Sheet, which 
will  not  be  available  before  the  Town  Meeting,  it  is  not  possible  to  estimate 

the  tax  rate  for  the  coming  year.  However,  as  this  year  s "^Cash" 
considerably  higher  than  last  year's  budget,  and  the  amount  of  Free  Cash 
available  to  reduce  taxes  will  be  less,  there  .will  be  an  increase  in  the  tax 

rate. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  study  wages  of  To™  em¬ 
ployees  has  submitted  its  report  and  we  have  been  guided  by  this  report  in 
recommending  increases  in  compensation  in  some  departments. 

Department  heads  have  been  most  cooperative  this  year  in  submitting  and 
discussing  their  budgets.  In  many  instances  the  amount  requested  has  been 
adjusted.11  to  meet  our  recommendations  with  the  approval  of  the  respective 
departmentheads .  However,  where  a  disagreement  still  exists,  ^requested 
amount  appears  in  parentheses  preceding  the  recornnenoation  in  our  booklet. 

We  wish  to  thank  Town  officials,  department  heads,  the  Town  Accountant 
and  Selectmen  for  the  excellent  cooperation  they  have  given  us  this  year, 
which  has  greatly  facilitated  the  preparation  of  this  budget.
